London Man Has Found Out Why the 


Pins Disappear. 


An old man In the north of London 


has been making a series of interest-. 
ing experiments with a view to find- 
tog a solution to th* question often 
asked: "What becomes of the count- 
less myriads of plus that are annu- 
ally lost?" 
-'As he expected, he finds that it Is 
the disintegrating effect of the air 
•which 'resolves even these Intractable 
little instruments into thei'r own ele- 
ments. 
He put some hundreds .of 


brass and steel pins, needles 
and 


hairpins, etc., in a quiet corner of 
his garden, where they would be, sub- 
ject to all: the destructive agencies of 
dampness, earth, wind, etc. 


The result was curious. Ordinary 


hairpins were the first (taking 154 
days, on an average) to oxidize into a 
brownish rust— ferrous oxide— which 
was scattered by the wind as It. form- 
ed, and no trace of a single one could 
be detected at the end 
of 
seven 


months. Common bright pins took as 
long as 18 months before their com- 
bustion was complete, but brass ones' 
had been entirely turned into green 
verdigris long before that.
